Frustrations 


Of the GOP 


WASHINGTON, D.C., Feb. 5— 
Sitting in the Senate press gal- 
lery a newspaperman watched 

Oregon’s distin- 
guished, able, 
hard-fighting 
Sen. Wayne 
Morse enter and 
take his seat. 

“There,”’ said 
the reporter, ‘‘is 
the beneficiary 
of an act of 
God.”’ 

To Republi- 
cans it seemed 
that way, too. 

A heart attack had a few days 
before taken Oregon’s GOP Gov. 
Paul Patterson but a few hours 
after he had announced he would 


oppose Sen. Morse in the Novem- 
ber election, They gave the gov- 
ernor a fair chance to win, al- 
though the veteran _ senator, 
chief gadfly of the Republican 
Party and the man they hate the 
most, would have been a heavy 
favorite. 

Death has become a real frus- 
tration for the GOP. It took 
away the able Sen. Robert A. 
Taft of Ohio not long after he 
had helped steer President 
Dwight D. Eisenhower through 
his first months in office. Last’ 
year the grim specter came close 
to removing the Chief Execu- 
tive. He still has not regained 
his strength and he, himself, 
says, with wistful candor, that he 
will never be as strong and as 
healthy as he was before the 
September attack. Now, a heart 
stroke has taken away one of 
iheir better governors and the 
one on whom they had placed 
great hope for upending Sen 
Morse. 

GOP hatred of Morse is the 
worse because the embittered 
Republican hierarchy knows that 
its own leadership is largely re- 
sponsible for its dilemma in Ore- 
gon. 


Petty Act 

It was an early act of stupidity 
which turned Morse from an in- 
dependent Republican into a 
Democrat and which thereby | 
cost the party control of the Sen- 
ate. In the moment of victory, 
the victors decided they would 
punish Morse for his independ- 
ence and for his severe criticism 
of them and their policies. They 
stooped to a petty act. They re- 
fused to give Morse his former 
committee assignments to which 
he was entitled. 

It is one thing to hurt a man’s 
feelings. But such wounds may 
be healed, It is yet another thing 

hurt a man’s pride. It is a 
wound that never heals. The 
victory-arrogant Senate leader- 
ship in January, 1953, hurt 
Morse’s pride. A brilliant man 
and a courageous one, he never 
gave them any surcease from 
his opposition. He became a 
Democrat. In .1954 he went 
back to Oregon and took up the 
cause of Democratic -candidate 
Richard Neuberger who was 
given no chance at all against 
GOP incumbent Guy Cordon. 
But, Neuberger, himself an ex- 
cellent candidate, came through 
a winner. Wayne Morse’s ef- 
forts were regarded as the diif- 
ference. 

This year they were planning 
their greatest effort in Oregon. 
Huge munition dumps in the 
form of money were being stra- 
tegically located over the state. 
None doubted that candidate Pat- 
terson would have perhaps the 
largest financial push behind him 
ever given to a Senate race. If 
money and organization would 
do the job the GOP was pre- 
pared to pave the road to vic- 
tory with dollars and the pres- 
tige of the administration. The 
plans were all made. 

Then came death. 


No One Knows 

, Nothing so clearly reveals the 
depths of the party’s frustration 
as its great preoccupation with 
the President’s physical ability, 
or lack of it, again to be their 
candidate. They try to get away 
from it, but always they return 
to the subject much as the alco-

Sen. A. Willis Robertson (D-Va.) 
‘urged Congress today to nullify the 
Su preme Court’s ‘“‘disruptive”’ 
school integration ruling by allow- 
ing states to operate segregated 
classrooms. 

He said he will introduce a joint 
resolution tomorrow to give the 
states a choice between integrated 
and separate-but-equal schools.

Robertson, whose own state is 
trying to bypass the court ruling, 
charged that the Supreme Court 
'‘*has, in effect, claimed the right 
jto become an unrestricted policy- 
‘making body.” 

Robertson said his proposal was 
‘in accord’ with the “equal 
'rights’’ 14th amendment to the 
Constitution which states that 
“Congress shall have power to en- 
‘force, by appropriate legislation 
ithe provisions of this article.” 
| “When the 14th amendment was 
adopted, for the protection of those 
'who had been slaves, no one in the 
‘Congress or in any of the states 
which ratified the amendment sug- 
geested it was intended to take from 
ithe states their control over public 
leducation;”” he said. 

Robertson told a reporter that 
persons ‘‘genuinely interested’ in 
the welfare of the Negro should 
“look twice’ at his proposal.

It is a proposal which the 
as I see it, needs to be 


supplemented at one very important point. 


Mr. Sarnoff makes a thoroughly 
practical suggestion. He proposes 
to get more trained scientists by 
providing immediately more 
trained teachers. To this end he 
would establish a National Educa- 
tional Reserve to be made up of 
qualified teachers in mathematics, 
physics, chemistry, engineering 
and related subjects. contributed, 
gratis, by industry from its tech- 
nological personnel. 

But isn’t there an indispensable 
corollary to this step? True there 
is a grievous shortage of science 
teachers but there is an equally 
frightening shortage of students in- 
terested in entering the sciences. 

Increasing the number of scien- 
tific teachers will not come near to 
increasing adequately the number 
of scientific students. 

This is why it seems to me that 
Mr. Sarnoff's proposal needs a 
corollary and that simultaneously 
with creating a National Educa- 
tional Reserve of teachers there 
should be established a Physical 
Sciences Corps of students compar- 
able to the Corps of Army Engi- 
neers. 

The case for Mr. Sarnoff's pro- 
posal is compelling. There is no 
assurance whatsoever that we are 
even up to the Soviet Union in 
the JICBM—the Intercontinental 
Ballistic Missile which may well 
prove to be the decisive weapon 
in this era of dreadful parity. 

“The peculiar nature of the

On Aid to Schools 


Some politically astute Dem- 
looking forward to this year of 1956 and 
were secretly hopeful 


For several years now the United 
States has not been obtaining these 
men in sufficient number to match 
the drive and the challenge of 
Soviet science. 

It is carefully estimated that the 
Soviet universities turned out some 
8,700 post-master’s-degree engi- 
neers and scientists of high qual- 
ity last year while less than half 
that number were graduated in 
the United States. 

This is why Mr. Sarnoff’s pro- 
posal to create a National Educa- 
tional Reserve of science teachers 
is urgently desirable. This is why 
it seems to me that the creation 
of a Physical Science Corps of stu- 
dents is equally needed, is,‘ indeed, 
the logical and necessary corol- 
lary to the National Educational 
Reserve. 

What I'am suggesting is that 
promising young students, say 
from the ages of 17 to 24, who 
on the basis of aptitude tests show 
adaptability to scientific training, 
be enrolled in the science corps 
and that this enlistment be deemed 
the equivalent of drafted military 
service. These students would re- 
ceive their professional training at 
selected schools, as under the V2 
program of World War II, or un- 
der special instruction from the 
National Educational Reserve. 
After their training they would be 
committed to serve for two or 
three years in the scientific lab- 
oratories of the government or be 
assigned to government projects 
being carried on under contract by 
private industry. 

This may be a little unconven- 
tional. So are nuclear stalemates 
and Intercontinental Ballistic Mis- 
siles a little unconventional. It 
may take a few unconventional 
steps to survive

This shows 
in the controversy over what ought 
fo be the party’s number one ob- 
jective in this session, a_ school 
construction program, which finds 
the North and South divided on a 
segregation issue. 

On the school,construction meas- 
ure, there’s no way for Democrats 
to escape responsibility, since the 
conflict threatening to kill it'comes 
from within their party.’ This is 
over the amendment to be offered

in the House by New York Demo- 
crat Rep. Adam Clayton Powell 
which would deny federal school 
construction funds to. districts 
which refuse to integrate their 
public schools under the Supreme 
Court anlisegregation decision. 

President Eisenhower calls this 
proposal extraneous and insists it 
has no place in a school-construc- 
tion bill. But the Republican floor 
leader in the House, Rep. Joseph 
W. Martin (Mass.), has announced 
he will support it, thus giving the 
cue to fellow Republicans and pre- 
sumably assuring its adoption by 
the House. 

Southerners in the Senate will 
never take it and are ready to 
filibuster against it, if it comes up 
there, which would kill it, and thus 
tag Democrats with the blame. 

However much ‘politics is in- 
volved, ~vhich is plentifully, there 
is. the crying need for new school 
facilities. With Democrats respon- 
sible for the management of Con- 
gress, it falls upon them to work 
out a solution or face whatever 
consequences there may be in the 
November election for failure.

We were talking about Mr. Howard Whitman's child disci- 
pline series which has made such a hit in The Constitution, and 
I happened to mention how many thousands of people entered 
our contest, ‘‘The Most Effective Punishment I Ever Received.” 

Everybody in our fair state suddenly Seems enchanted with 
memories of the old peach tree switch. (Also referred to as 
‘“‘peach tree tea,”’ “hickory juice’’ and just ‘‘a keen sprout.’’) 
Hundreds of people now grown look back with affection on par- 
ents who denied them such privileges as buggy-riding and walk- 
ing to the spring with the boys after prayer meeting. 

Punishment, I reported to my children, is an excellent thing 
and I’m seriously considering starting some around our house. 


“What do you think we are... duveniles?’”’ demanded my 
middie child, outraged. 

That got me involved in an explanation of the word juve- 
nile, going back to the days before. it got hitched to that other 
word, delinquent, and picked up its unattractive connotation. 
When I had finished the little session in semantics my mind 


was off punishment: I merely slapped her for putting her feet 
on the sofa and returned to my book. 


She rubbed her smarting backside without rancor and re- 
marked dreamily, ‘‘I believe I'll write a letter to the editor and 
ask him to start a contest on How to Punish Parents.’ 


Now that’s a contest that would really bring in the entries, 
I bet. Talk about cruel and unusual punishments! 

There isn’t a child living who can’t out-do such old masters 
as Capt. Bligh of ‘‘Mutiny on the Bounty’’ fame or Capt. Queeg 
of “‘Caine Mutiny’’ fame without half trying. I’m not talking about 
the with-malice-aforethought kind of punishment either. Actually, 
I don’t know of an outright disobedient child or a rude and sassy 
child among all the children I know. 


Sometimes they are thoughtless. Often they are ornery. But 
just being themselves can be punishment enough. I looked at 
my teen-age child who wanted to draft an essay on How to Punish 
Parents and thought of all the times she had inadvertently pun- 
ished me. The times when she was two years old when she used 
to slip out of the back yard and go visiting around the neighbor- 
hood, scaring me out of my wits.
